Harbour was one disastrous 
example, and the CIA's duty is 
to make suve that it never hap- 
pens again. Nevertheless, 
Vietnamese surprised the 
Americans ‘in .1968 and the 
Arabs did so again in 1973. 

Dr Cline argues that there is 
still need for some spies “out 
in the cold,” but insists that the 
most important part of intelig- 
ence gathering can be done in 
Washington. He then observes 
that_up to 75 per cent of the 
intelligence collected by the 
CJA could be made. public.
